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DEPUTIES HAVE 
BLOODY BATTLE 
WITH STRIKERS 


Deputy Marshal Is. Mortally 
Wounded and a Dozen Min- 
ers Seriously Shot 


COMER ORDERS MILITIA 
TO SLEEP ON THEIR ARMS 


Believed That Before Week's Bnd 
Every Alabama Troop Will Be 
in Birmingham—Attack Was 
Made on a Train Bearing 
Strike-Breakers. 


QUIET AT MIDNIGHT 
SAYS SHERIFF HIGDON 


Birmingham, Ala., Juty = 17.— 
Sheriff Higdon at midnight Is- 
sued the followtng: ‘‘Reports 
at this hour from the several 
places where rioting has occur- 
red are to the effect that every- 
thing is quiet tonight. 

“The troops are being mobilized 
at those places where they are 
deemed necessary and every as- 
surance is hereby’ given that 
prompt action will be taken to 
quell any trouble that might 
arise In the mofning. 
“Nothing will be left 
to” protect the property of 
company and the lives of 
men they have employed, as well 
as to protect the strikfng miners 
and those who sympathize with 
them.” 

LSARARAAAAAR AAA AAR ARAARAARAAAR PP AN 

Birmingham, Ala. July 17.—Robert 
Gardner, a deputy marshal, fatally 
wounded, and at least a dozen miners 
more or less seriously shot is the result 
of an attack on a train bearing strike- 
breakers to take the place of striking 
union miners at Jefferson, near fhere, 
today. The train was in charge of !3 dep~ 
uties and was en route to Adamsville. 
It ts said the union miners attempt- 
ed to induce the etrike-breakers to leave 
the train. and threatened to kill them 
af they went to work. Governor Comer 
bas ordered a company of cavalry from 
Montgomery to the scene, and troops 
alréady on the ground are under afms 
and will patrol the district tonight, pre- 
venting further disorders. 

Robert Gardner, deputy, who was 
mortally wounded in this fight and a: 
8 o'clock is unconscious, was brought 
to Birmingham this evening. Deputy 
George Smith, accompanying him, viv- 
idly discusses the pitched battle and 
estimates that no less than One thou- 
sand shots were fired by both sides. 

According to his information, the en- 
gamwement was opened when a train 
bearing fifty strike-breakers attempted 
to pull out of Jefferson for Adamsville. 
Prior to this a number of union miners 
had made overtures to the strike- 
breakers to join their ranks, threaten- 
ing at the eame time to kill them in 
case they attempted to work the mines 
of the operators. In this emergency, 
the deputies attempted to have the train 
run out of Jefferson under fire if nec- 
essary. An open switch, however, 
brought the engine to a stop and in this 
predicament the deputies and strike- 
breakers were fired upon. 

Ballets Riddled Train, 


Bullets riddled the train, and that 
many men were not injpred and killed 
ic due to the fact that they fell to the 
floor and remained there. Thirteen dep- 
uties returned the fire, and they de- 
clare that at least a dozen miners 
were either killed or seriously wounded. 
At this juncture, Gardner fell mortal- 
ly wounded. 

The engagement was brought to a con- 
clusion when the engine, the switch 
having been repaired, was enabled to 
maké headway. 

There was asharp brush at Adamsville 
this afternoon, three strike sympathiz- 
ers being wounded and thirteen arrest- 
ed. The.soldiers are encamped there to- 
night. The camp fires are burning 
about the mines. of the Republic com- 
pany, and the indications are that peace 
will continue until tomorrow, at any 
rate. 

Troops in Sheriff's Hands. 


Governor Comer has placed the troops 
‘of the state in the hands of Sheriff 
Higdon, and he will order out as many 
men as deemed necessary. Tonight from 
Montgomery two field guns arrived, and 
by express three rifles were received. 
There is not @ weapon unemployed in 
Birmingham, and ammunition !s run- 
ning low. Merchants have ordered by 
telegraph. , 

The union miners are taking the pos!- 
tion that they are being mistreated by 
the deputies whom Sheriff Higdon has 
commanded. There are about 5600 of 
these officers scattered through the min- 
ing territory, and unlon leaders have 
implored the sherif to protect them 
from the cruel tire (as they claim) of 
the deputies. William Fairley, member 
of the national committee union. ex- 
pressed delight tonigtht when he learned 
that Governor Comer had called out the 
troops. 

“I am delighted.” he said, “and it is 
simply the granting of my prayers for 
relief. I informed Sheriff Higdon this 
morning that he himself was honest in 
his intentions, his men were not, and 
that he was unable to rectify the trou- 
bie. I urged him to intercede with 
Governor Comer to call out the troops 
and put the situation in the hands of 
officers of the national guard. I also 
told him that if the governor would not 
give relief, that I would appeal to the 
president of-the United States. We want 
to win this strike, but want to win it 
honorably. It is height of cruelty the 
way these deputies are firing on our 
men.”

Valley Association, which takes in 
all of the territory south of the Ohio 
river and east of the Mississippi river, 
was decided on at the meeting of the 
executive Officers of all of the rail- 
road systems interested, which closed 
teday. 

The advance, it is said, will be from 
4 to 10 cents a hundreg pounds horizon- 
tally, to correspond with the advance 
decided on by the Southeastern Freight 
Association recently. | 

The advance was decided on after 
considerable opposition on the part of 
railroad executives, maintained 
that an advance of rates at the present 
time was impolitie, but this opposi- 
tion was finally won over by the argu- 
ment that in order to meet the various 
increased expenses an increase in rates 
Was absolutely necessary.

Prince Begged Judge to Let the 
Trial Go On, but He Was So 
lll That His Request 
Was Refused 
Him. 


Berlin, July !7.—The trial of Prince 
Philip gu Bulenberg on charges of per- 
jury in connection with the court scan- 
dals of last year, was indefinitely sus- 
pended today because the prince is in @ 
dying condition. He has been growing 
steadily weaker during the’ eighteen 
the trial. The hearing began 
four-hour sessions in the 
criminal court buildings. These later 
were shortened to three, and then to 
two hours a day, and finally the court 
Was transferred to a room in the hos- 
pital where the prince is confined. 

The court probably would have post- 
poned the trial before today, haq it 
not been for the fact that the German 
newspapers insisted that no consider- 
ation be shown to the fallen favorite 
of the emperor—that an aristocrat 
should not be permitted to defer the 
verdict of the court by what they inti- 
mated was a pretense at illness. 

The prince's. short experience in 
court yesterday, according to Dr. Hoff- 
mann, the physician appointed by the 
court to examine him today, was fo:- 
lowed by great exh..ustion, and there 
was imminent danger of thrombosis. 

The prince, lying on a cot in front of 
the row of chairs placed at one end of 
the room for the five judges, told Dr. 
Hoffmann that he desired to be taken 
from the charity hospital to the Moa- 
bil prison, Where accused prisoners 
usually are confined. Dr. Hoffmann re- 
plied that this could not be done, be- 
cause of the prince's condition. The 
prosecuting attorney, Dr. isenbiel, 
thereupon moved that the trial be 
indefinitely suspended. The prince 
queruiously objected to a postpone- 
ment. 


DENY CHARGES OF CRUELTY. 


Sworn Affidavits Made 
Gunn and Strathrye Officers. 
Norfolk, Va., July 17.—In sworn af- 
fidavits made here, Captain Gunn and 
nine officers the British steamer 
Strathrye denies charges of cruelty and 
hardship towards their former Chinese 
crew. two whom were drowned in a 

tragic suicide incident at New York. 
They declare that at no less than 20 
ports during the last year alleged 
trouble-makers in the crew preferred 
similar chargés, with exeneration in 
every instance, The Strathrye will sail 
tomorrow for Australia with coal for the 
American fleet unless Captain Gunn 
gets word that he is wanted in New 
York.

Statesboro, Ga., July 1!7.—(Special.)— 
Deputy Sheriff Albert Kendrick locked 
up Marion McBride, colored, yesterday 
morning, charged with vagrancy, and 
later developments lead the officers to 
believe that a notorious criminal has 
been captured. After being placed in 
jail the negro was examined, and it was 
found that he was covered with scars 
from head to foot. On his breast there 
are five long and ugly scars, on his 
back near the kidneys there is a bullet 
wound, there is a long scar on his hip, 
and another scar in his back, a bullet 
wound on his elbow, a long horizontal 
scar on his left side, and a scar on his 
instep, which was evidently caused by 
an ax. In addition to these, his legs 


show fresh signs of shackles, and this 
leads the officers here to the belief that 
they have captured a criminal 
at other places.

Is IT HUMANE TO DROWN 
DOGS IN WATER TANK? 


The dogs which are being captured, This cost the city about $125. 
, Suggested that if the dogs were dumped 


by the dog catcher and which are not 
redeemed by their owners in 24 hours 
are being put to death by drowning ina 
tank. 

As this is an entirely new method of 
K.lling dogs, and seems to be a very 
novel and unique plan, it is causing con- 
siderable discussion. 

Last year and for several years pre- 
vious the unclaimed dogs in the pound 
were put to death by being knocked in 
the head or shot. The Atlanta Humane 
Society rose up in arms, and asked that 
some other way of killing dogs be 
adopted that was more humane. It was 
at first suggested that asphyxiation 
with gas be the method, but it was 
found impracticable, because there was 
no convenient place where the gas could 
be obtained. Then came the drowning 
idea.

The Fraden Was Wrecked on the 
Coast of Nicaragua. 

New Orleans, La, July !7.—Wrecked 
on the coast of Nicaragua, losing their 
lifeboats in a fight through the surf 
and suffering many hardships while 
making their way to civilization, was 
the experience of the orew of the Nor- 
wegian bark Fraden, according to Cap- 
tain NW. H. Calmert, and eight of his 
sailors who arrived here today.

DO NOT DELAY EXTENSION! 


There is nothing in the way of the extension of Atlanta’s corporate limits 
by action at the present legislative session to include all proposed outlying 
territory with the single exception of Oakland City. 

Adequate and timely legal advertisement has been made of the proposal 
to take in all other desired territory. 

There is abundant time in which to introduce under that advertisement 
a bill incorporating in Atlanta's limits. all the adjacent territory contemplated 
under council’s most recent revision of the extension plan excpting Oak- 
land City alone. 

It will require but ‘the stroke of a pen to_omit from the provisions of 
that bill such territory as was mentioned in this advertisement, and which 
has since been eliminated from the plan; for the law permits pruning down 
where it is held by some to prohibit the making of unadvertised additions, 

While the omission of Oakland City from the more recent and too-much 
delayed advertisement was unfortunate, there is no possible reason why this 


should interfere in-the slightest degree with the immediate carrying out of. 


the remainder of this important program. 

The city council has practically disposed of the extension question and 
is ready to go before the legislature with its plans. 

Delay now because of the single inadvertent omission of Oakland City 
would be unnecessary and inexcusable. It would not only mean taking hold 
of the proposition practically de novo in 1909, when a new council would 
have to consider it, but it would seriously endanger one of the chief adn 
foremost present purposes of extension—the showing in the 1910 census of 
that thickly populated area which to all practical intent and purposes is now 
a@ part of Atlanta. 

The question of extension has been thoroughly threshed out and decision 
has been reached. Delay now would be a step backward. Birmingham, 
Memphis and other southern cities have long since settled the problem, in- 
corporated new territory and are now working for results. 

Atlanta has already fallen too far behind. Nothing should be permitted 
to interfere with the consummation of the work to the full extent to which 
it May now go. ' 

Practically the entire problem may be séttled by present enactment; 
Oakland City can come in next year through a subsidiary bill, and with the 
other details well accomplished, it cannot be doubted Oakland City will be 
eager for the chance. 

The people of Atlanta want extension and they want it now. 

Almost every obstacle in the way of it has been removed; the possibility 
of new ones being brought forth to confront it another year, or at least to 
delay it and jeopardize one of its chief values, is a source of danger that 
should be avoided. 

So it is up to Atlanta’s representatives in the general assembly to pass 
the bill, and pass it NOW. 
, 
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THE CONVICTS AND THE GOOD ROADS QUESTION. 


In discussing the future disposal of the convicts of the state when the 
present lease has expired, there is one fact the ‘lawmakers should bear 
in mind: 

THE PEOPLE OF GEORGIA ARE UNALTERABLY QPPOSED TO THE 
CONTINUANCE OF THE CONVICT LEASE SYSTEM. WHATEVER PLAN 
IS ADOPTED, THEY WISH TO GET AS FAR AWAY FROM THAT SyYS- 
TEM AS POSSIBLE. 

All over the state an aroused public sentiment is vigorously opposing the 
reenactment of the convict lease bill. The farmers are protesting against it 
and urging the legislature to employ the convicts on the public roads of the 
State.- Farmers’ Union lodges are taking up the matter and passing ringing 
resolutions tor good roads. 

The Jefferson County Union, at its recent meeting, passed resolutions 
declaring the convict lease system “unjust, and especially menacing to the 
laboring man and degrading to the convicts.” Therefore, it— 

Kesoived, That we favor the working of the convicts on the public roads 
of Georgia, and that we ask our senator and representative from Jefferson 
county to use all their energies to get a bill passed that will put the con- 
vVicts on the public roads of the state. 

The Clayton county union viewed the lease system as “detrimental to the 
best interests of the state,” and in a resolution urged that the convicts be 
employed upon public works. The resolution recites: 

We think this is the best method of handling them, and thereby prevent 
competition with our labor, and all the people be benefited. Believing the 
time has come for this movement, and to atttain a high standard of citizenship 
and prosperity, we should progress in the maintenance of good and substan- 
tial highways. 

There are so many delicate problems involved in this weighty question 
that it cannot be disposed of heedlessly or without profound reflection and 
exhaustive discussion. 

The present welfare, moral and physical, of the convicts themselves, 
must be taken into consideration. Maudlin sentiment should not dominate 
Over practical sense, but a problem affecting the life and welfare of human 
beings cannot be solved without sentiment. A convict who has defied the 
law should be punished. He owes a debt to society which must be paid. But 
the state’s responsibility does not end with inflicting punishment. Here is 
&@ buman being who may be reformed; a man who may be made a better 
and more useful member of the commonwealth. 

The new penology interposes a firm edict against a strong and powerful 
state exerting its force to crush man who has transgressed the laws. He 
must be punished, but he should not be needlessly brutalized. 

ibe state has something like 4,000 convicts on its hands. They muse be 
provided for and given employment. The state is entitled to their services 
and should use them in the way which promises the best results. 

There is no better or more desirable method of employing this labor than 
by putting it on the highways of the state. They could not be given a task 
which suits them better, or the performance of which is more necessary. 


if this course is followed, they will not be brought in competition with 
free labor. 

The difficulty which must be met and overcome, if this course is pur- 
sued, involves the question of cost. The state will be forced to sacrifice 
the revenue formerly derived from convict hire, and will, in addition, have 


to pay tor feeding, clothing and otherwise maintaining and guarding these 


men. 

Still, if this solution is held to promise the best returns from both prac- 
tical and humanitarian standpoints, the rich, prosperous and progressive 
~cg of Georgia cannot afford to let the matter of a few dollars stand in 

e@ way. 

Kvery inducement should be offered the various counties of the state 
to work the convicts to which they are entitled upon their roads. Those 
not so worked might be employed upon a state farm and thus sustain all 
the convicts, and, in addition, make a return to the state. 

Several weeks ago The Constitution renewed its suggestion that the 
State Prison Commission be charged with the duties of a State Highway Com- 
mission. By this means, and through the employment of the state’s felony 
convicts and the county misdemeanor convicts on the public roads, a magnifi- 
cent system of highways could be perfected. 

It may take time, but the sooner the work is begun the sooner it will 
be completed. 

No public improvement could promise richer returns to the state and 
its individual citizens than a chain of up-to-date, model, well graded roads 
connecting the cities and townships of the commonwealth. 

The problem is now before the legislature for its decision. In solving 
the question, Mr. Lawmaker, you will have to state by your vote whether 
you put the dollar above the honor of the state and the good of its people. 

Mr. Senator—Mr. Representative, this problem is yours. Shall the con- 
vict lease system, with all its defects and its openness to just criticism, 
be perpetuated; or shall the state’s reputation abroad and its prosperity at 
home be improved by building up our highways?

Nothing makes a stronger or more irresistible appeal to the great heart 
of humanity than the helplessness and dependence of childhood. 

The children who are surrounded by the beauty and fragrance that 
wealth and affectionate solicitude can provide make their own appeal to the 
better side of humanity. But those who have been deprived of the care and 
protection of their natural parents, and who must depend upon the public 
as their foster parents, have a direct claim upon the beneficence of all. 

A beautiful object lesson was furnished to the citizens of Atlanta a few 
days ago by the automobile parade, which gave a rare and grateful evening 
of pleasure to 400 orphans. One hundred citizens of Atlanta gave their 
autos and contributed their presence to make the day an ingpiring success. 

Those who have fo autos may still-show their interest and display their 
generosity. The orphans. will have to live between now and the date of the 
next annual parade. There are 1,000 of them in the various charitable insti- 
tutions around Atlanta. 

if you did not contribute to the automobile parade, Mr. Bachelor and 
Miss Bachelor Maid, you can contribute $5 and know you have provided 
board for a little orphan for a whole month. ' 

In a communication published elsewhere, Mr. H. S. Johnson urges con- 
tributions to give the little folks other outings during the hot weather. 

The appeal is one that should meet with a generous response. If those

‘ It is a strange and singular fact that in the midst of all the recent agi- 
tation for better sanitation and cleaner Atlanta, any department of the city 
government should interpose the least of obstacles in the way of clean- 
ing up. 

A charge of $25 per month has been levied by the water board, for the 
first time, upon the residents of Peachtree street for water used in laying 
the dust on that important city thoroughfare. 

The residents of the street have undertaken, at their own expense, from 
year to year, to have this street watered daily, and this has not only added 
to the pleasure and conifort of all who use it, but has kept out of the at- 
mosphere germ-laden dust known to be a fruitful source of disease. 

Uf course, the added charge for the use of the water for this purpose— 
one of value to the entire city—is not going to result in the abandonment 
of the important work. 

But it is the princfple of the thing which, in ite last analysis, puts a 
premium upon dust and germs and dirt, that looks small and picayunish. 

It should be the earnest desire of every city department to encourage 
Heanliness and sanitation at every point, and especialiy so where it is for 
the general public good. 

Not only should there be no charge for water for such use upon any 
of the city’s streets, but the city government should encourage the use of it 
generally, and, if it can be done, provide a means whereby as many streets 
as possible might receive similar sanitary treatment. 

Many cities throughout the country make some provision for the daily 
sprinkling of the streets. In Ottawa, Canada, water is furnished free of cost 
and the street car companies are required to do the sprinkling, as part pay- 
ment for their franchise privileges. 

It is as little as any city can do to give the water for such public pur- 
poses as this. ee 
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A SWORD THAT MAY CUT TWO WAYS. 


it might be well for the railroads of the country to stop and think what 
they stand to lose should they make effective the proposal now under con- 
sideration looking to a horizontal increase in freight rates. 

It would be difficult to compute what tremendous sum the railroads of 
the United States have lost the past two years as the result of drastic anti- 
corporation agitation and oppressive legislation; but now the balance is 
about to be restored. Corporate management has almost everywhere fallen 
into accord with law, and public reason has come back to supplant public 
Clamor. Recovery, both of corporate and public interest, is in full sight. 

Commenting upon this fact, The New York Sun, noted for its extreme 
procorporation views, says: 

rom all parts of the country come reports of revivals in various indus- 
tries, coupled with accounts of moderate but material reductions in the wage 
scale, reductions which are accepted in a spirit of cheerful acquiescence by the 
workers. There has been nothing in the history of organized labor that is so 
much to its credit or that in such a degree has commanded public respect and 
Sympathy as its general bearing throughout this period of protracted depres- 
sion and enforced idleness. The fortitude and good temper in which it has 
borne its grevious share of misfortune and the patience and forbearance it has 
manifested have been, we must confess, an agreeable surprise. 

But now is not the time for the railroads to take any reactionary step. 
No more than the public can they afford to make any move that would have 
the slightest tendency to turn back the tide of restoration, now well set in. 

That there is manifest danger of this in the proposal to make general and 
widespread increase in freight rates cannot be doubted. 

Public sentiment is a force of peculiar and susceptible properties. It 
has been make strikingly apparent in all too recent events to what radical 
and extreme extent, when once aroused, it may go. 

it may well be asked, therefore, if on the eve of restoration the rail- 
roads can afford to rekindle the fast-dying embers of opposition and set 
again in motion the wheels of agitation. 

A general increase in rates upon food and forage product and other 
traffic at this time would be a blunder. 

Particularly would this be true when it is considered that under the 
present rates, even less than a year ago, the railroads of the country were 
doing a splenditii business and acquiring profits the like of which they had 
not known before. 

It is toward a restoration of the conditions which brought those profits 
that the railroads should now bend their energies, and in that effort public 
encouragement and public assistance will not be lacking. 

it has been proven that the railroads can live and make money upon 
existing rates. The country is producing, agriculturally, more today than a 
year or two years ago; the manufacturing output is climbing back to the 
pinnacle from which agitation and business and financial depression dragged 
it down. The number of idle freight cars is being rapidly reduced and the 
time will not be long in coming when car shortage will be the rule again. 

Under all the circumstances we cannot escape the conclusion that the 
proposed increase in freight rates would be a serious mistake on the part 
of the railroads. 

The tide of traffic has begun to rise. It is there the railroads must look 
for tair remuneration and recoupment of their prosperity. 

Two years ago they were fighting to maintain rates then in existence, 
on the basis that reduction would mean disaster to them. With the panic 
following it is probable that they could not have maintained themselves on 
existing rates—but the panic is over now, and once more business is moving 
toward a normal basis. 

And such a basis justifies no increase in freight rates, 
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“ JUST FROM GEORGIA.”

July 17.—(Special.)—A hot 
fight in opposition to an ordinance putting a 
tax of $200 on the retail sale of ‘‘near beer’ 
will be made in city council. An ordinance 
has been introduced, apparently by the 
friends of the industry and enough votes are 
already counted to make the measure fail. 
It is estimated that there are at least 700 
places in Savannah where the prohibition 
beer can be bought, and that a license tax 
will take it out of half of these places.

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MANY BILLS FAVORED 


It will be the “code of 1908 or 1909,” 
as the case may be, instead of the “‘codg 
of 1896," if the recommendation for a 
recodification of the laws of Georgia. 
as favorably reported by the general 
judiciary committee of the house, Is 
adopted by the house. This measure 
was a substitute for the Hall bill which 
called for a recodification. 

Under the terms of the measure, a 
codification commission, composed of 
three from the house and two from 
the senate, of which committee the 
speaker of the house and president of 
the senate shall be members, are to 
pass upon the codification as dong by 
Hon. John L. Hopkins, of Atlanta, who 
has been at work upon this task fo; 
some time. Five hundred dollars is to 
be paid him upon the passage of the 
measure, and $3,500 more when he has 
compléted the work of bringing it up to 
date, and i is accepted by the commis- 
sion. 

In the same way the commission isto 
inquire into the annotations ag pre- 
pared by Judge Howard Van Epps, who 
is to be paid a similar sum in a like 
manner. 

The committee reported favorably the 
measure by Mr, Burwell, of Hancock, 
to exempt from punishment, and in ad- 
dition give the informant a reward of 
$25 for testifying against the man who 
bought his ballot. It also prohibits 
contributions for the purpose of pur- 
chasing votes. 

Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, Jr., of Atlanta, ap- 
peared before the committee in support 
of the measure, defining more clearly 
those who were to be licensed to practice

pharmacy in Georgia. After his lucid 
explanation the bill by Mr. Fowler, of 
Bibb, was favorably reported. 

The committee reported faYorably the 
bill by Mr. Terrell, of Grady, whicn 
makes the wife a competent witness to 
testify against her husband in certain 
instances. It also approved the bill py 
Senator Stephens, which allows extra 
compensation for judges residing out- 
side the Chatham circuit for presiding 
in that court in the absence of the 
judge. 

The committee reported unfavorab'y 
the measure by Mr. Smith, of Camp- 
bell, providing for a system of parole 
by the prison commission. 

Military Committee. 


The military committee of the house, 
of which Mr. Barrow, of Chatham, is 
chairman, reported favorably the Dill 
by Senator Stephens which provides 
that military organizations may 0» 
formed in the state by officers and men 
who have served five years in the na- 
tional guard of Georgia, and when 89 
Organized, are under command of the 
governor alone, and are not bound by 
the Dick law, and are not subject to 
the call of the president, as are the 
national guard of Georgia.

It was the measures 
by Mr. Mercer, of Terrell, which pro- 
vides for the abolition of the city court 
of Dawson. The bill was unfavorably 
reported, and the court will continue 
to stand.

SUES UNDER LIABILITY ACT. 


Wm. Campbell Takes Advantage of 
New Act Passed by Legislature. 
Under the new employers’ liability act 
passed by congress on Agril 22, 1908, Attor- 


ney Reuben R. Arnakd, for William Campbell, 
yesterday brought suit in the city court of 
Atlanta against the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company to recover $20,000 for the 
loss of Campbell's leg. Campbell in his suit 
says that on July 1, 1908, he was working on 
a through freight train; that on that day at 
Boyles Station, Ala., one of the company's 
engines ran into the caboose at the rear of 
his train and crushed Campbell's leg off. 

The suit sets forth in full the act of con- 
gress passed on April 22, 1908. This act 
provides that railway companies shall be re- 
sponsible to employees for all injuries re- 
celved through the negligence of other em- 
ployees, and provides further that the negli- 
gence of the injured person shall not prevent 
his having a but shall only reduce 
the amount of his verdict. 

This is the first suit to make the question 
of the validity of this act of congress filed 
in the courts of this state. In 1906 congress 
passed a somewhat similar act, but it wag 
held to be void by the supreme court of the 
United States because its provisions were too 
broad. The present law was drawn to meet 
the decision of the supreme court and re 
quires that at the time of the employee's in- 
jury he must be engaged in some interstate 


commerce transaction.

ON M'MICHAEL BILL 
PROF, DANIEL WRITES 


Wants Information and Asks 
Some (Questions. 


The Text of the Bill in Full, as 
Now Pending Before 
the House. 


Professor J..M. Daniel, of Hapeville, 
Ga., now teaching at Morrow Station, 
Ga., submits the following communica- | 
tion in reference to the McMichael 
bill now pending before the legislature. 

Mr. Daniel is a well-known educator, 
and his brother and other kinsmen are 
Prominent in Fulton, Clayton, Fayette, 
Campbell and Henry oounties. 

Mr. Daniel writes as follows: 

Editor Constitution: If I understand cor- 
rectly the published reports of what is con- 
tained in various measures pending before 
the legislature, I am impressed by the fact 
that a very revolutionary change is proposed 
to be made in our school system and the 
board which is supposed to govern at the 
capitol the entire school interests of the 
state. The state board of education, under 
the present law, as I remember it, is com- 
posed of five men elected by the people; that 
is, the governor, the attorney general, the 
secretary of state, the comptroller genera! 
and the state school commissioner. Now this 
bill introduced by Mr. McMichael proposes 
to remove from that board two of the men 
who are elected by the people in the persons 
of the sécretary of state, Hon. Philip Cook, 
and the comptroller general, Hon. William A. 
Wright, and leave on it only three who are 
elected by the people; that is, the governor, 
the attorney general and the state school 
commissioner, and proposes to put in the 
place of General Wright and Secretary Cook 
six men appointed by the governor, and thus 
make the board consist of nine, six of whom 
are appointees of the governor, who remains 
a member. Now what I want to know is, if 
this board, which is to dominate all the 
school interests of the state, would be im- 
proved by removing Secretary Cook and Gen- 
eral Wright, why is it our friends, the 
legislature, don’t take aN the state house 
officers off the board, and either appoint a 
full new board of citizens, or else provide 
that a board be elected by the people? What 
I can’t understand is the curious way in 
which this board !{s proposed to be formed. I 
don’t see why our distinguished friend, the 
attorney general, for tnstance, is any better 
qualified to protect the school interests of 
yeorgia than our beloved old veteran and 
one-legged friend, General Wright. I don’t 
see why our brilliant young friend, Mr. 
Pound, who has been appointed, I believe, by 
the present governor, should be any more 
patriotic and trustworthy than Philip Cook, 
the son of our old warhorse from Lee. In 
other words, why not let's have a_ board 
elected by the people, or else let's make all 
the state house officers serve free, as we 
have been doting for many years? There are 
$0 many things in this bill, ag I understand 
it, which change the whole school system 
that I think as a public journal you would be 
doing a great benefit to all of us to publish 
a copy of this bill. I understand that it in- 
creases the expenses, and a member of the 
legislature told me that, if carried as 
written, it would come nearer centralizing 
power and depriving counties of this state 
of their individual rights than any piece of 
legislation that has been proposed in half a 
century.

The McMichael Edacational Bill. 
The McMichael bill referred to by 
Professor Daniel is as follows: 


A bill to be entitled an act to re- 
vise the school laws of the state 50 
as to change the state board of edu- 
cation; to prescribe the powers and 
duties of said board, ang to fix their 
compensaton; to provide for a state 
superintendent of public instruction 
tnstead of a state school commission- 
er; to prescribe his duties and fix his 
compensation, and for other purposes. 

Section !. Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Georgia, 
and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of same, that the governor, the 
attorney general, the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction and six 
citizens appointed by the governor 
shall constitute the state board of 
education. 

The six citizens appointed by the 
governor shall be men of prominence, 
actually engaged in educational work; 
one to be appointed for one year, one 
for two years, two for three years and 
two for four years. Appointments after 
the first year shall be for a term of 
four years each, and each of said ap- 
pointees shall serve until his successor 
is duly appointed and qualified. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, that the gov- 
ernor shall be president of the board, 
and the state superintendent of public 
instruction shall be the secretary and 
executive agent of the board. The said 
board shall meet upon the call of the 
president, the secretary or a majority 
of its members, and a majority of its 
members shall constitute a legal 
quorum. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that 
the members of the board appointed 
by the governor shall 
to faithfully perform their duties be- 
fore they shall be qualified as mem- 
bers of the state board of education. 

Section 4 Be it further enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, that the board 
at ite meetings shall perform such 
duties as are prescribed by law, and 
shall have power to make and adopt 
such rules, laws and regulations not 
inconsistent with the laws of the state 
as may be necessary for its own gov- 
ernment, for the carrying into effect 
the provisions of all acts pertaining 
to the public common schools of the 
state, and for the direction and gov- 
ernment of said schools. 

Said board shall have power to pre- 


take the oath. 


acribe and enforce rules and regula- 
tions governing the _ certification of 
teachers, the certification of county 
school superintendents, the holding of 
teachers’ institutes, the adoption of a 
state course of study and text-books 
to be used in the public common 
schools of the state; to recommend to 
the governor the tax rate for common 
schools, provided such rate shall never 
be less than one and eight-tenths (1.8) 
mills per dollar on all of the taxable 
property of the state returned for tax- 
ation, and all the money arising from 
such levy shall be applied to the com- 
mon school fund. which shall be dis- 
bursed as provided by law; to inter- 
pret the school laws of the state; to 
apportion the state public school fund, 
and to fix the compensation of its own 
officers and employees, and of the 
officers and employees of the office of 
the state superintendent of public fh- 
struction. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, that the state 
board is hereby émpowered to grant 
certificates entitling holders to teach 
in the schools of the state, these cer- 
tificates to be divided into two classes, 
county certificates and professional 
certificates, and these further subdivid- 
e4 as the board may determine. 

County certificates shall be granted 
to any applicant who shall be found 
qualified in respect to moral character, 
scholarship, and ability to instruct and 
govern a school, and who shall have 
passed a satisfactory éxamination in 
the branohes prescribed for the com- 
mon elementary schools, also in the 
science and art of education and such 
other subjects as the state board may 
nominate. 

A oounty certificate may be granted 
by a county superintendent if so au- 
thorized by the state board, and such 
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superintendent of another county, and 
thus made good for that other county. 

A professional certificate shall be 
granted to a holder of the highest 
grade county certificate, who passes 
a satisfactory examination on sueh 
additional subjects as the state board 
may determine. 

A professional certificate shall be ac- 
cepted by any county as a sufficient 
license to teach. ‘ 

Times, places, questions, and conduc- 
tors of examinations shall be arranged 
by the state board. 

The state board may arrange for the 
granting of any temporary or special 
certificate to meet urgent necessities. 

The state board is empowered to an- 
nul any certificate in accordance with 
its own rules and regulations therefor. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted that 
the state board shall have power to 4r- 
range and enforce a course of study 
for the public common schools, to 
adopt text-books to be uniformly used 
in those common schools, and prescribe 
laws, and reguiations enforcing their 
use. Provided that the state board shall 
mot hawe power to change a text-book 
within five years from the date of its 
adoption unless two-thirds of all the 
members of the board vote to do go. 

Section 7.—Be it further enacted, that 
the state board of education shall have 
power to direct the holding of teachers’ 


institutes for the instruction of the} 
teachers of the various counties of the\ 
state. said institutes to be held annua- 
ally in each county for not less than five 
days, provided that two or more coun- 
ties may be combined and a combined 
institute held for all these counties 
whenever this ie deemed most gatisfac- 
tory. The times and places of these in- 
stitutions shal] be fixed by the state s9u- 
merintendent after consultation with the 
various county superintendents, 

The state board shall make a list of a 
sufficient number of educators ‘who 
shall be holders of professional certifi- 
cates and who shall be competent to act 
as institute instructors, 

The state board shal] have power to 
make a list of instructors of the va- 
rious institutes, but any county super- 
intendent with the approval of his 
county board may from the list desig- 
nated by the. state board select an in- 
structor for hig county. 

The county superintendent shall be the 
presiding officer of the institute and 
he shall cooperate with the instructor 
in arranging a program and instructing 
the teachers. He shal] require the At- 
tendance of all the teachers of his 
county, provided that any teacher who, 
during the time of the institute, is at- 
tending a school or college approved by 
the etate board, shall be credited as hav- 
ing attended the institute. 

Teachers who attend the institute the 
full time shall be entitled to one week's 
salary the same as if the week had been 
spent in teaching. 

The institute instructors shall be paid 
salanies fixed by the state board. The 
state superintendent shall submit a re- 
port to the governor of expenses in- 
curred in the conduct of imstitutes, and 
the governor shall issve warrants in 
favor of the proper parties, the same to 
be paid out of a portion of the school 
fund set aside as an institute fund. 

Section 8 The members of the state 
board appointed by the governor shall 
receive 8 cemts per mile for each mile 
traveled in going to and from. their 
meetings and four dollars ($4 per day 
for each day’s service rendered, pro 
vided the number of days do not ex- 
ceed twenty in any one year, excepting 
eay year -in whieh there is a general

forty (40) days. 
” oon g9.—Be it further enacted, that 
the wtate board of education shal] con- 
stitute an advisory with whom 
the state superintendent of qnblic In- 
struct®n shall have the right to con- 
‘out when he is in doubt as to his of- 
ficial duty; and also a body in the na- 
ture of a court to which appeals shall 
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be made from the decision of the state 
superintendent upon any question 
touching the construction or adminis- 
tration of the school law; and the de- 
cision of the state board, when ren- 
dered. shall be final and conclusive upon 
the matter in ‘tssue. e 

Appeals to the state board must be 
made through the coumty superintendent 
in writing and must distinctly set forth 
the question at law, as well as the facts 
in the case upon iwhich the appeal is 
taken. Upon any question involving the 
comstruction or administration of 
school laws, the concurrence of a ma- 
jority of the whole board shall be nec- 
essary in order to give validity to the 
decision. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted, that 
as a substitute for the state school 
commissioner there shall be elected at 
the same time and in the same man- 
ner as the governor, a state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, whose 
term of office shall be two years, and 
until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section ||. Be it further enacted, that 
the state superintendent of ‘public in- 
struction shall be charged with the 
administration of the school laws and 
general direction of the business re- 
lating to the common schools of the 
State. He shall be charged with the 
general superintendence of the instruc- 
tion given in the common schools of 
the state, the course of study therefor, 
the examination of teachers, the direc- 
tion of teachers’ institutes of the re- 
spective counties, the supervision of 
the work of the county superintend- 
ents, and such other duties as may be 
assigned to him by the state board, 
whose executive agent he is. 

He shall prescribe suitable forms for 
the reports requireq of subordinate 
school officers and bianks for their 
guidance in transmitting their official 
business, and shall from time to time 
prepare and transmit to them such in- 
structions as he may deem necessary 
for the faithful and efficient execution 
of the school laws, and by whatsoever 
is thus communicated to them shall 
they be bound to govern themselves 
in the discharge of their official duty; 
provided, however, there shall always 
be an appeal from the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction to the 
State board of education as hereinbe- 
fore enacted. 

Section 12. Be it further enacted, 
that it shall be the duty of the state 
superintendent of public instruction to 
visit as often as possible the several 
counties of the state for the purpose 
of examining into the administration 
of the school law in said counties, of 
counséling with school officers, of de- 
livering popular addresses ang of do- 
ing such other acts as he may deem 
subservient in the interest of popular 
education. 

Section 13. Be it further enacted, 
that the state school superintendent 
shall see that the proper actions pro- 
vided by law are brought against all 
officers and agents of the system, who 
are liable to the same, for misapplica- 
tion of the school fund or for other 
cause. The state school superintend- 
ent shall make an annual report to 
the general assembly, in which he 
shall present a statement of the condi- 
tion and an account of all funds and 
property appropriated to the purpose 
of public education; a statement of the 
number of common e#hd public schools 
of the various grades in the state; the 
number of pupils attending such 
schools; their sex, color, and the 
branches taught; a statement of the 
average cost per pupil of instruction 
under the common school system in 
each county; a statement of the plans 
for the management, extension and 
improvement of the common schools; 
a statement of the number of children 
of the esechool age in the state, with 
as much accuracy as the same can be 
ascertained; also a statement of the 
number of private schools and col- 
leges of the different kinds in the 
state; the number of pupils in such 
schools and colleges; their sex, the 
branches taught, the average cost of 
tuition per pupil in said schools and 
colleges. ¢ 

Section 14 Be it further enacted, 
that the state superintendent of public 
instruction shall be ex-officio, the 
secretary and executive agent of the 
state board of education, for which 
ex-officio duties the state board of 
education shall fix his compensation; 
he shall also be a member of the gen- 
eral board of trustees of the state unl- 
versity ang of the special boards of 
trustees nn ts | in charge of the 
State Norm school at Athens, the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
at Milledgeville and such other state 
institutions as have the professional 
preparation of teachers as theig work 
in whole or in part. 

Section !5. Be it further enacted, 
that a suitable office and other neces- 
sary rooms shall be _ furnished the 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion at the seat of government, in 
which books, papers and effects relat- 
ing to the office shall be kept. He is 
authorized to employ a deputy super- 
intendent, a clerk proficient in book- 
keeping, a stenographer, and a janitor, 
whose duties he shall prescribe for 
them respectively, and whose salaries 
shall be determined by the state board 
of eduaction. 


Section 16.—Be. it further enacted,

CAN'T LEVY SPECIAL TAX 
ON HORSES AND ON COWS 


Board of Health Is Told That Such 
is the Opinion of the City 
Attorney. 

Health Officer Kennedy reported to 
the board of health yesterday afternoon 
that the city attorney had given an 
opinion on the ordinance for the re- 
moval of manure, which virtually kilied 
that paper. 

Dr. Kennedy stated that the city at- 
torney had reported the ordinance un- 
constitutional, because it levied a special 
tax of $2 on each horse and cow in the 
city. 

The ordinance seeks to collect a tax 
of $2 on each horse and cow kept in the 
city for the purpose of raising a fund 
with which to keep all backyards free 
of manure. 
persons who keep more than 
or cows. 

The paper will be introduced in coun- 
cil Monday afternoon and referred to 
the ordinance committee. 

The health board decided to commu- 
nicate with the chief of police and have 
him to so enforce the milk ordinance 
as not to arrest those who pour 
milk into vessels on the streets. The 
ordinance, the board deciared, only 
means to prohibit the pouring of milk 
into unwashed Hotties. 

The board decided to pigeon-hole an 
ordinance from council which seeks to 
prohibit the peddling of tce cream and 
sherbert on the streets. 


WERE SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


South Sea Islanders Carried Home 
by British. 


San Francisco, Cal., July ‘'7.—Nine- 
teen survivors of several hundred South 
Sea Islanders, kidnaped eighteen years 
ago from their native strand and sold 
into slavery among the coffee planta- 
tions of Guatemala, arrived here yester- 
day on the steamer City of Para. They 
are free and homeward bound, and, in 
addition, are traveling as tourists, with 
the British government paying expenses. 
The natives were kidnaped by Captain 
Blackburn, who visited the islands in 
his steamer, the Monzerratt, and, entic- 
ing them aboard, sailed away. They 
were supposed to be contract laborers, 
bound to their Guatemalan employers 
for three years. Ignorant of the lan- 
guage and in a strange land, they slav- 
ed until their plight was made known 
to the British government. This, how- 
ever, was not until] eighteen years had 
passed, and most of them had died. 

Captain Blackburn was lost at sea 
in December, 1894, when the Monger- 
ratt went down with all hands. 


THREE THOUSAND DOGS 
HAVE BITTEN THIS MAN 


New York, July 17.—Dr. F. H. Jackson, of 
the Pasteur institute, was at Montclair, N. 
J., yesterday and made a acientific exami- 
nation of David Steinfeldt, the Montclair dog 
catcher, who, according to the record he has 
kept during his six years’ service, has been 
bitten 8,000 times by all manner of dogs, at 
least one of which was, afflicted with rabies. 

Steinfeldt's case is regarded as curious by 
the Pasteur institute and Dr. Jatkson wants 
the dog-catcher to go to the institute sg 
that the surgeons can make a special study 
of his condition, 

Dr. Jackson made a close examination, and 
Steinfeldt in answer to his questions said 
that he is frequentip affected by some of 
the symptoms which usually presage hydro-

heart action and noted, his temperature. a

Rutland cried out, “Stand 
back or | will kill you.” Cox con- 
tinued advance, and Rutland fired 
one shot. Cox still advanced, and Rut- 
land fired a second shot. Cox stag- 
gered, reeled and fell dead. 

Stephen Campbell, a white boy, testli- 
fied that he was in the theater and 
heard a pistol shot. 

Time to “Get Scarce.” 

“Then I ran into the theater, where 
it was dark,” stated the boy, “for when 
there is shooting going on I think it 
is time to get scarce.,”’ 

Carroll Campbell, who works at the 
candy counter in front of the theater, 
testified that he heard two men quar- 
reling. and looking up he saw Cox 
with a hatchet and Rutlang with a 
pistol. Rutland fired twice and Cox 
fell to the floor

advancing on Rutland after the latter 
had fired the first shot.
